Indications are that the number 
of hens held ly the farm ers is large 
md it is natural that we should ex­ 
pect a heavy production of eggs for 
he coming season. 
On this account 
he m arket should naturally be some­ 
what lower than a year ago. 
M arketing of live fowl has been 
heavy for this Beason of the year, 
and as there is a good supply of oth­ 
er kinds of live stock, prices have 
been on rather an unsteady footing. 
Indications arc, however, that 
a* 
hen* are now beginning to lay, the 
movement will slow up, and that 
the consuming trade in general will 
have to look to surplus stocks of 
frozen poultry now available. 
Production of butter has been in­ 
fluenced to a certain extent by the 
weather, cream being held back on 
account of bad roads in some te rri­ 
tories. M arket’s however, has flucu- 
ated on account of arrivals of butter 
from other countries, and reports 
that additional am ounts will be avail­ 
able later. 
The general demand for all kind* 
of produce, while good, is naturally 
influenced by the supply of other 
kinds of food products 
available. 
Think this is noticeable at the pres­ 
ent time in regard to poultry, on 
account of the heavy supply of hogs,

The farmer, who is the initial 
producer of goods, has more agen 
d e s designed to assist in his finan 
cing than has any other group, 
partly as a result of the natural 
growth of our present financial 
structure and partly because of the 
special agencies created by the 
government during recent years. 
The list of his credit sources is a 
surprisingly large one, for he may 
borrow directly from the savings 
banks, trust companies, and insur­ 
ance companies; may use the Fed 
eral Farm Loan Banks and the 
Joint Stock Land Banks; may sell 
his mortgages through local farm 
loan mortgage brokers, the larger 
mortgage companies, and certain 
investment banking houses; if a 
cattle raiser, he can discount his 
paper with cattle loan companies; 
his 
marketing 
is 
often 
done 
through a state or national co-opera­ 
tive marketing association; he has 
access to the regular commercial 
banks for short time funds; and of 
course, participates as any other 
consumer in the usual retail store 
credit. 
Moreover, the Federal Re­ 
serve Act has provided broad ac 
commodation for agriculture in its 
text as originally adopted and in 
the 
several 
amendments 
since 
made, and the Argicultural Credits 
Act authorizes the establishment j 
of the Federal Intermediate Credit * 
Bank as a further aid. 
When one 
hears the statement made that in 
our economic system the farmer 
alone is not provided for, the an­ 
swer is merely. “It isn’t so.” Many 
people are coming to believe, and 
this includes some of the agricul­ 
tural bloc in Congress

farmer’s trouble is not due to his 
lack of credit but to having had

Coolidge had given thought to a suc­

from all parts of the world. 
The collection, believed to be the 
best in private hands in existence, 
was estimated by Mr. Morgan to be 
worth in the vicinity of $7 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 . 
With it he ^ave an endowmen of $1,- 
500,000. 
In addition he waived all 
personal and legal rights to the prop­ 
erty. 
The library which is to be desig­ 
nated “The Pierpont Morgan Libra­ 
ry,” was first assembled by the late 
J. Pierpont 
Morgan 
in 1905, and 
housed in a building opened the fol­ 
lowing year on a tract of land ex- 
t'-d in g from Thirty-Sixth to Easi 
Thirty-Seventh 
between 
Madison 
and Park avenues. 
With the

been mat?** by Mr. Morgan since the 
death of his father in 1913, it now 
contains 
25,000 
books

The Constitutional Convention has endeavored in other publi­ 
cations to reach every voter of the State with full information of 
proposed amendments and explanations.) 
Address to the People 


.To tile People of Missouri: 
Your representatives assembled in convention to revise and 
amend the Constitution of our State submit the result of their work 
for your consideration and action. 
The people voted to call the convention in 1921 and it convened 
May 15, 1922. There were eighty-three members, two from each of 
the thirty-four senatorial districts and fifteen from the State at large. 
The membership was equally divided between the two dominant 
political parties—it was bipartisan. 
Four of the delegates were 
women and in the membership there were labor leaders, farmers, a 
college president, teachers, bankers, business men, editors, and 
lawyers. All parts of the State with its many and diversified interests 
were represented. 
The work of the convention was done first by standing com­ 
mittees, to which were referred the articles and sections of the 
present Constitution, together with some three hundred and seventy- 
five independent proposals for amendments. 
Committee meetings 
were held for the consideration of all proposals and public hearings 
were held frequently for the convenience of delegations of citizens 
who appeared for or against proposed amendments. 
Extensive 
investigations and studies were conducted, not only of the Consti­ 
tution and laws of our own State and the workings of our State 
government, but of other states as well. 
The committees made 
their reports to the convention, where opportunities for full and free 
consideration and discussion were afforded. 
Space will not permit a detailed 
statement of the months of 
tireless labor devoted to these tasks. 
Much time of the convention 
was given to consideration of proposals offered by various persons 
and organizations, many of which contained progressive and 
meritorious suggestions but had to be finally rejected because not 
adapted to the needs of Missouri. 
Every line of every amendment 
adopted was condensed and corrected to insure brevity and clarity. 
The final draft of the amendments 
submitted is the composite 
product of the earnest deliberations and careful study of the 
delegates. 
The first Constitution of our State was adopted in 1820, the next 
in 1865 and the last in 1875.* Those who framed the changes 
embodied in the Constitution of 1875 appreciated the value of historic 
precedent and attempted to adapt that document to the problems 
of that day. Conditions in Missouri have changed since 1875, and it 
has been our aim to propose such changes in that Constitution as 
to enable our government to function properly in accordance with 
present needs. 
In 18*5 the population of our State was 1,721,295; in 1920 it was 
3,404,055. 
St. Louis had a population of 310*864; in 1920 it had 
772,879. 
Kansas City had a population of 32,260; in 1920 it was 
324,410. The assessed value of property of the State then was 
$567,988,490.00; now it is $4,613,901,197.00. The attendance in our 
public schools then was 169,270; now it is 736,522. The amount of 
money devoted annually to our public schools then was $1,142.959.93; 
in 1922 it was $40,499,939.31. 
The running expenses of the State 
government have increased more than twenty-fold. Changes, growth 
a n d development in farms, mines, factories, transportation, finance, 
.social and economic conditions and education will readily suggest 
themselves. 
There have been many efforts to amend our Constitution in 
recent years by submission of amendments by the General Assembly 
or through the initiative. Since 1908 there have been 93 such amend­ 
ments proposed, 17 of which have been adopted. 
The expense of 
such submissions has been more than $140,000 and the average cost 
of the adoption of each of the amendments has been more than 
$25,000. 
Regardless of the merits of those proposed amendments, 
or whether they were offered under the stress of local or temporary 
conditions, they had to be considered in the heat of political cam­ 
paigns when other issues were claiming the attention of the voters. 
This convention was called so that it changes were to be made in the 
Constitution they might be submitted only after full consideration 
in the light of the w'hole Constitution and all related matters. This 
is the first opportunity for fortv-cight years that the people of I 
Missouri have had to pass upon amendments framed by a deliberative 
bodv chosen for that purpose only by the people themselves. 
In 
order that the voters may now have full opportunity to give the 
amendments fair consideration they are to be submitted at a special 
election. 
O ur Constitution contains fifteen articles and a schedule, subdi­ 
vided into three hundred and twenty sections. The various articles 
deal with separate subject matters and matters properly connected 
therewith. 
The schedule contains tile provisions for carrying the 
Constitution into effect and necessary for conducting the government 
during the period of change from the old to the amended Con- 
ftitution. 
The three general departments of our State government are the 
legislative, the executive and the judicial. 
Each is a special depart­ 
ment and in its proper sphere is independent of the others, ^ut all 
are closely related and the activities of aa ch are interwoven into the 
activities of the others so that they all form a unified trinity in the | 
transaction of the business of the State. The legislative department 
is the General Assembly and consists of the Senate and House of 
Representatives. 
The cxcutive department consists of the Gov­ 
ernor, Lieutenant Governor, Secretary of State, State Treasurer, 
State Auditor, Attorney-General, Superintendent of Public Schools 
and the numerous departments, bureaus, boards, commissions and 
other agencies to which the administrative and ministerial duties 
of this department have been assigned from time to time during the 
years with the result that an unbusinesslike, confused and over­ 
lapping administration of the public business has been brought about 
with great loss of efficiency and unnecessary expenditure of public 
money. The business of government in this State has outgrown the 
machinery of government. The judicial department is charged with 
the administration of justice and consists of all the courts of the 
£ Ute. All these courts should be regarded as one complete judicial 


body composed of the various courts having various jurisdiction and 
all the courts in close working relationship with each other for the 
purpose of giving to the State and its citizens the sure, speedy and 
inexpensive disposition of litigation to which they arc entitled. The 
present Constitution has provided a judicial system which has pre­ 
vented our judges from rendering the service which a more flexible 
system will permit. 
An effort has been made to simplify and 
improve all these departments of government. 
In the making of constitutions there has been a tendency in 
modern times to lengthen rather than shorten the statements of 


necessary principles. It has been the effort of the framers of these 
amendments to shorten our Constitution wherever it was possible. 
An attempt is made also to hold fast to all those principles of the 
older constitutions which have proved their value through the cen­ 
tury of Missouri's growth in constitutional government. 
The form of ballot will permit a separate vote on each amend­ 
ment and a majority of the votes cast on any amendment will be 
sufficient for its adoption. 
The members of the convention express their deep appreciation 
of the honor of the service they were delegated to render.

not by doing what the Law com­ 
m ands—for by doing what the Law* 
commands no one can be made up­ 
right.

Snow Scraper Attached to Rake 
A serviceable snow scraper can read­ 
ily be made by attaching a piece of 
galvanized iron to an ordinary garden 
rake, as shown in the drawing. The 
metal should be at least 
in. thick 
and should be cut to the dimensions 
given in the upper detail. Short cuts 
are made at the points indicated and 
the strips between these cuts bent out 
as shown in the lower drawing. The 
loops thus formed should be made so 
that the tines of the rake must be 
forced into them, thus preventing the 
scraper from falling off the rake. 


A scraper of this kind costs much less 
than a manufactured one, and, if prop­ 
erly made, serves the purpose just as 
well.

Water Supply for Private Garage 
Rain water is ideal for use in auto­ 
mobile radiators, as it is free from 
most of the scale-forming chemicals 
and salts present 5 well and hydrant 
water.

The upper 
figure shows how a half barrel may be 
arranged on a shelf inside the garage, 
at a height that will permit the water 
to flow into the radiator.

3 in. apart, and the hooks of

How to Make an Oiled Floor Mop 


For oiled or polished floors an oil­ 
ed floor mop is almost a necessity.

alone should be charged with the 
burden of taxation. 
Do you want the moneyed inter­ 
ests of this State to pay only a 
nominal recording tax while the 
home and property of the man 
who toils for the support, of him­ 
self and family pays at a higher 
rate than now? 
If 
not. 
vote 
against Amendment No. 13.”
